Mr. Paice's letter within makes me feel distinctly 
uncomfortable. 


I think there can be no doubt that Menachem Beigin 
was an accessory to the murder of Sergeants Paice and 
Martin at Nathanya in July, 1947. Beigin is now a 
Palestinian citizen and, subject to the Legal Advisers’ 
views, I do not think that we can possibly claim his 
extradition from the United States on the grounds that 
he was under the terms of the Mandate a British subject 
at the time that the murder was committed. On the 
other hand, the information given by Mr. Paice does 
make the State Department's action in giving Beigin 
a visa a markedly unfriendly one towards this country. 
It is perhaps unfortunate that this particular activity 
of Beigin's was not fully realised or passed on to. 
Washington at the time when we asked them to approach 
the State Department, and asked them to refuse Beigin 
a visa, though it is doubtful whether it would have 
made any difference. 


I suggest, again subject to the views of the 
Legal Advisers, that we write to Mr. Paice and say that 
while we have the fullest sympathy with him, it is 
unfortunately impossible to claim the extradition of 
Beigin for the reasons outlined above, I think it 
might also be worthwhile sending the Chancery at 
Washington copies of the enclosure of Beigin's letter 
and ask them to point out discreetly to the State 
Department just how unfriendly their action has been. 
While this would make no difference in the case of 
Beigin, it is just possible that it might make them 
think twice before acting in the same way on similar 
future occasions.

I have been carefully into this and, for the following 
reasons, it would not in my opinion be possible to obtain 
Beigin's extradition from the United States on the charge 
which Mr, Paice makes against him. 


(a) The courts of this country have no jurisdiction to 

try a person charged with participation in the murder of a 
British subject in Palestine unless the accused is a "subject 
of His Majesty" (section 9, Offences against the Person 

Act 1861). There is, I understand, no evidence that Beigin 
was, at the time of the murder of Paice and Martin, either 
a British subject or a Palestinian citizen, A footnote in 
Halsbury'’s Statute of England, 2nd edition, Volume 5, 
quotes R v Bernard (1858) and State Tr ¢.(N.S.) 88) as an 
apparent authority for the proposition tha’ analien while 
resident in this country is a subject of the King within 
the meaning of the Statute so far as affects his liability 
for acts committed in this country. But the case is in 

my view very weak authority for this proposition as the 
Court gave no final ruling on the point, and I do not 

think there is any authority on which a Court could be 
persuaded to regard an alien resident in Palestine as a 
“subject of His Majesty" for the purposes of section 9. 

I doubt whether it would be sufficient even to shew that 
Beigin was a Palestinian citizen at the time of the murder, 
The courts have held in other connexions that a Palestinian 
citizen is not a British subject (see e.g. The King v. Ketter 
1940 IK,B.88) where a Palestinian citizen was held not to 

be a British subject for the purposes of the Aliens’ Order 


1920). 


(b) There is at present no evidence on which Beigin could 
be tried in the United Kingdom even if the difficulty in (a) 
were overcome and it is very unlikely that the necessary 
evidence could be obtained, It is highly improbable for 
instance that the necessary witnesses or documentary evidence 
could be found to prove that Reigin had made the broadcast 

or issued the announcement or otherwise to connect him 
Personally with the offence, 


(c)  Beigin's extradition could only be requested if we 
could show that there was prima facie evidence against him 
of an offence for which he could be tried in the United 


Kingdom, 


In any event under the ted Kingdom - United States 
Extradition Treaty oF 1931 radition can be refused if the 
crime is political and I feel fairly certain that if they 
had no other way out the United States Government would, in view 
of the pressure which would undoubtedly be brought on them to

It is then asserted that the late Count BERNADOTTE's 
proposals are nothing more nor less than a re-hash of the decision 
of the PEEL Commission and the MORRISON Plan, i.e., to set up an 
impotent Jewish State surrounded by feudal States, thus making it 
simply a Jewish community on British territory.

Thank you for your letter of the 2lst instant 
(EB 15771/12366/31). 


I agree substantially with the drafts enclosed 
therewith. 


It seems to me, however, that the expression 

“subject of His Majesty" means the same as "British 
subject", and that there is, therefore,no point in 
referring in the draft letters to a Palestinian 
citizen. I would, therefore, suggest that the 
penultimate sentence in the draft letter to Mr. Paice 
should read "So far as His Majesty's Government are 
aware Beigin never has been a subject of His Majesty, 
and Mr. Bevin ....", and that a corresponding 
alteration should be made in the draft letter to 
Lord Vansittart. Further, though the words "which 
is one of the grounds on which any claim to extradition 
would have to be based" in the draft letter to 
Lord Vansittart are in practice true, they are not, I 
think, strictly accurate and their omission might. 
therefore, be desirable.
